example, is a "strategic material" whether it ie found in the United States 
or Timbuctoo. , 


Page 187. 

touchdown - There should be added a definition of the "touchdown weight 

of an airplane." The present commentator is not sufficiently informed in 
guoh technical matters to endeavor to write a definition of this phrase 
but he knows that the weight of the plane, divided between the tire surface 
areas which initially toush the runway, in landing, gives a *toushdown 
weight" from which the ability of the runway to receive the plane, with- 
out damage to the runway, can be calculated.
